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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior art still discloses the claimed invention. 
First, Applicant mistakenly argues that the Examiner has mischaracterized the modules disclosed by Kempen. However, Kempen is not 
cited for teaching the at least two modules with unique functions. Applicant is arguing the reference separately and not for what the 
combination discloses. Applicant also argues that the modules of Jacobs aren't equivalent to the modules In the current invention. 
Applicant characterizes Jacobs modules as simple bins. However, Jacobs also discloses that the modules can include other items 
including a vacuum pump (74), vacuum tank (76), and backhoe (110), and then states on lines 32-37, on column 3 that these modules 
can be invldiually attached using shear plates. These modules are not simple "bins". The arguments also state that there is no motivation 
to combine the references. Instead, Applicant ignores and never addresses the motivation provided in the office action. 
The arguments with respect to Glatzmeier et al. are also not convincing because they mischaracterize what is taught. Application argues 
that the modules in Glatzmeier are a box structure and not the same as his modules. The box structure of Glatzmeier is actually 
equivalent to applicant's fixation sites. The modules are the generator unit (49) or other pieces of equipment mentioned on lines 62-67, 
on column 8. 
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
